CHAPTER 1. SAFE DRINKING WATER AND 
TOXIC ENFORCEMENT ACT OF 1986 

ARTICLE 7. NO SIGNIFICANT RISK LEVELS 

§ 25704. Exposures to Listed Chemicals in Coffee Posing No Significant Risk 

Exposures to chemicals in coffee, listed on or before March 15. 2019 as known to the 
state to cause cancer, that are created by and inherent in the processes of roasting 
coffee beans or brewing coffee do not pose a significant risk of cancer.
